Gain Materially By

11 a. m. The expected enroll- 
ment of over 500 failed to ma- 
terialize this morning and up to 


a late hour, only 374 students 


had completely finished their 
matriculation work. This total 
was expected to be increased 


materially during today and to- 
morrow, it was learned from the 
office and students are expect- 


ed to continue registration for 
the remainder of this week, Late 
comers may enroll two or three 
weeks later. 


A steady flow of students has been 
going through the process of matric- 
ulation Monday Tuesday and _ this 
morning. At the end of the session 
on Tuesday evening, approximately 
374 students had completely _finish- 
ed their registration requirements. 
As is customary, the advisory per- 
iods took up most of the time in the 
process. 

An increase of about 50 students 
was predicted by school officials be- 
fore registration and this forecast 
of the new students came in from 
was practicaly fulfilled already. Most 
Orange county high schools although 
many also transferred from other 
California schoois. 

Between 10 and 15 present Dons 
are graduating and several have 
dropped, but despite these losses, the 
influx of new pupils makes up for 
the deficit. 

Members of the faculty have taken 
charge of the registration and work 
in shifts, both as advisers and check- 
ers. No changes in program may be 
made until Thursday of this week 
but after that, changes may be 
made for three weeks, without loss 
of credit.

Prospects for the Santa Ana jun- 
ior college’s track team are brighter 
this year than ever before and Coach 
“Bill” Cook has several good per- 
formers returning form last year, 
and a host of freshmen to fill in the 
gaps left by graduation. 


Candidates are working out each 
night, and Coach Cook expécts to en- 
ter a team in the San Bernardino 
Orange Show Relays on February 15. 
A medley relay team, consisting of 
two 220, and 880, and a mile, a four 
man quarter mile, and a four man 
mile delay team are to be taken to 
San Bernardino. 


The conference has been divided 
into two sections for the track sea- 
son. San Bernardino, Chaffee, River- 
side, Citrus, Pomona, and Fullerton 
should all run around 10.4 in the 
100 and 23 flat in the 22 yard dash. 

Captain Joe Warner will probably 
step the quarter in around 5 flat. To 
help him out will be Schutz, Whis-

and Leroy Arnold will probably run 
the mile with Donahue and Arnold 
taking care of the two mile.
